VOTES OF THE COMMITTEE

In compliance with the Rules of the House of Representatives, the following statement is made
concerning the vote of the Committee on Ways and Means during the markup consideration of
H.R. 6311, “To amend the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 and the Patient Protection and
Affordable Care Act to modify the definition of qualified health plan for purposes of the health
insurance premium tax credit and to allow individuals purchasing health insurance in the
individual market to purchase a lower premium copper plan”, on July 12, 2018.
